For months now the Diocese has 
looked forward to St. Michael and 
All Angels’ Day and the begin- 
ning of Bishop Block’s episcopate. 
At last it has come. He has been consecrated. The great 
day is over and the Diocese has entered upon a new epoch 
in its history. We believe that the consecration not only 
marked an epoch in its active work; but that under that 
leadership we shall make an epoch distinguished for 
deeper devotion, finer loyalty, higher levels of giving and 
greater growth. But let me remind every reader of these 
words that no leader can lead without followers. If we 
are to make these next decades of Church life in this Dio- 
cese strong, aggressive, conquering, we must pledge our- 
selves to follow with complete devotion. The Coadjutor’s 
St. Louis parish was St. Michael and St. George. He re- 
cently published a book called the ‘‘Sword of St. Michael.’’ 
I like to think of him riding ahead of our Diocesan sol- 
diers of Christ, that Sword of righteousness flashing in 


his hand, our hearts strong to follow where he leads. 
* * 


To come from the inspiration and poetry of 
religion to the practical business of Church 
life seems a great drop. But it is, after all, 
through these practical things that God gets 
His work done in the world. Here are two very practical 
things. The first is to remind the Diocese that the Coad- 
jutor takes over in mid-October the administration of the 
parishes and missions. That means all the details of ordi- 
nary Diocesan activity—the Diocesan Council and its de- 
partments, parish and mission problems, vacant rector- 
ships, campaigns, confirmations and the like. The Bishop 
continues to hold responsibility for the institutions, the 
Cathedral and such Diocesan activities as have to do with 
its corporate interests. 

The other matter is emphasis again upon the campaign. 
We must take a big step ahead this fall. We must show 
that whatever the troubles of the world, of business, of 
et of labor may be; we are determined to rise above 
them. 

Here is a prayer issued for use in some parish, I do not 
know which or where or when, for I failed to make a 
note on the slip upon which it is printed. I like it. There 
are plenty of others for Diocese and parish. But per- 
haps some of us will find this helpful: 

‘‘O God of whom cometh all things and to whom giving 
we give but thine own, open the hearts of thy people 
within this Parish that giving of their poverty or their 
riches they may set forward the work of thy Kingdom and 
may all alike learn that it is more blessed to give than to 
receive, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen!’’ 

And don’t let us forget to pray for the troubled world; 
for industrial peace and for the peace of the world of na- 


tions, peace found through righteousness and justice.

The Bishop Coadjutor’s Column

The following is an article by Bishop Block, taken from 
a recent issue of the parish paper of the Church of St. 
Michael and St. George, St. Louis, Mo. : 


A Plea for Independent Thinking 


‘*How much is a man better than a sheep?’’ Jesus was 
once reported to have asked. It may seem cynical, but one 
is tempted to reply, ‘‘I wonder.’’ Especially is this ap- 
propriate at a time when the use of propaganda has be- 
come almost an exact science. National and international 
issues are treated in the public press and over the radio 
apparently with the deliberate intent of capturing the emo- 
tions of our people. ‘‘Thinking,’’ it has been said, ‘‘is 
largely the rearrangement of one’s prejudices.’’ Every 
device of argument—misstatement, sophistry, the imputa- 
tion of ulterior motive, ridicule—all these are used to 
stampede a restless and jittery public into the attitude 
of ‘‘sheep’’. 


We are peculiarly vulnerable to this method of attack 
in a day of change and international instability. Though 
aware of the danger of idealizing the past, one cannot but 
admit that our forefathers had far greater capacity to do 
hard and clear thinking than our generation. We excell 
them in ingenuity and charm. We know a vast deal more 
about a multitude of things than they did. But it is the 
amplitude of interests that makes it difficult for us to give 
strict and persistent attention to the deep and abiding 
principles that underlie our corporate problems. We seem 
to oscillate between an aggressive liberalism that mounts 
some social theory and rides off furiously, one knows not 
whither, and a complacent, stubborn, ultra-conservatism 
whose deity seems to be Billiken, the worship of things 
as they are, or have been. Unless theory is checked with 
experience and the rational safeguards the emotional, we 
will find ourselves in a morass from which a brief review 
of history would have saved us. 


On the contrary, if we have not sufficient mental re- 
silieney to abandon prejudice at least to the point of a re- 
vision of our premises, we become mere obstructionists

The Rev. Charles E. Fritz Instituted 


A very inspiring service was held on September 11th 
in Trinity Church, Menlo Park, when the Reverend Charles 
Edward Fritz was installed as Rector by the Right Rev- 
erend Edward L. Parsons. 


Mr. Fritz had served some five months in his new Parish 
before his Institution, and at this time presented to his 
Bishop a class of seventeen for Confirmation. In these 
days when most people are confirmed as children, it is 
interesting to note that this class had in it one whole 
family of father, mother, and two sons; a mother and one 
daughter; and a mother and two daughters. 


As a fitting climax to the whole service, Bishop Parsons 
in his sermon outlined the ideal a Parish should hold before 
itself: a cooperative family with the Priest, Vestry and 
other Church members all dove-tailing their own peculiar 
duties to the worship and glory of God and the develop- 
ment of His Kingdom on earth. 


Trinity Chureh has just been completely renovated and 
redecorated inside and out, a new wing has been added to 
the rear to provide space for several badly needed facili- 
ties, walks have been put in, and new signs erected. Later 
the grounds will be landscaped. The Rectory is also under- 
going repairs. 

The new Parish paper, ‘‘The Good News,’’ is being 
enthusiastically received by the members. 

On September 24th Trinity Parish will celebrate its 52nd 
birthday. On that day (Saturday) the Rector and Mrs. 
Fritz will be ‘‘at home’’ to the members and friends of the 
Parish—tea, 3 to 6 o’clock. On the 25th the Reverend D. 
Charles Gardner, former Chaplain of Stanford and one- 
time assistant at Trinity, will be the preacher. 

Since coming to Trinity in March the Reverend Mr. 
Fritz has been presented with three sets of very beautiful 
silk Eucharistic vestments. 


St. Paul’s, Oakland 


Since January, St. Paul’s Parish, Oakland, has been 
functioning with three vestries, each meeting monthly— 
the canonical Vestry of eleven men, an Auxiliary Vestry 
of eleven men, and a Junior Vestry of five boys and five 
girls. The first two groups were elected at the annual 
parish meeting; the Junior Vestry is elected annually by 


members of the upper grades of the Church School. Young 
people’s activities are cared for by four organizations: (1) 
St. Paul’s Guild of Acolytes and Servers; (2) St. Anne’s 
Guild, for girls who assist in altar guild work; (3) The 
‘952’? Club, for young people under twenty ; and (4) The 
‘©90-Odd’’ Club for young men and women over twenty. 
Women’s interests are organized within the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, the Executive Board of which consists of the 
elected officers together with the heads of a number of 
cooperating chapters, and other groups. Quarterly meet- 
ings of the Parish Council bring together members of these 
organizations for the consideration of important matters 
affecting all, or the Parish as a whole. 


Cranmer Club Activities 


Cranmer Club, organization of Episcopal students at 
the University of California, opened the new year on Sep- 
tember 2 with a banquet and dance. The speaker of the 
evening was Dean James Muilenburg of the Pacific School 
of Religion. The Sunday evening meetings this year are 
to be on the topics suggested for the Amsterdam Youth 
Conference, to be held next summer. Speakers have in- 
eluded Prof. John Bennett of the Pacifie School, Prof. 
Landauer of California, Arthur Casaday and the Rev. 
Dr. Randolph Miller, student chaplain. Canon Bayard 
Jones is conducting a series of brief addresses on the his- 
tory of the Prayer Book. The Tuesday evening group is 
being led by a series of speakers on problems of family 
relations. Dr. and Mrs. Miller are having ‘‘open house’’ 
for college and seminary students on Thursday evenings.

THE CONSECRATION OF DR. BLOCK 


The Rev. Karl Morgan Block, D.D., LL.D., was conse- 
erated as Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of California 
in Grace Cathedral on the Feast of St. Michael and All 
Angels, September 29, 1938, at 10:30 a. m., at a solemn 
and impressive Service, which will long remain as an out- 
standing event in the history of the Diocese. 


Long before the Processional all available seats in the 
Cathedral were filled. Special space was reserved for seat- 
ing the Official Representatives of parishes and missions 
and the wives of the clergy. 


In the Procession were Lay Officials of the Diocese, rep- 
resentatives of Diocesan Institutions, honored guests, civic 
officials, academic and ecclesiastical representatives, in ad- 
dition to the clergy, in the following order: 


First Crucifer ; the Cathedral Choir; the Master of Cere- 
monies; Representatives of Diocesan Institutions and Or- 
ganizations; Officers of the House of Churehwomen and 
Diocesan Woman’s Auxiliary; Civic and Academic Repre- 
sentatives; Lay Members of the Cathedral Chapter and 
Diocesan Council; Directors of the Diocesan Corporation ; 
Lay Members of the Standing Committee. 


Second Crucifer; Church Divinity School Students; Stu- 
dents of St. Margaret’s House; Sisters and Deaconesses ; 
Eeelesiastical Representatives; Visiting Clergy of Other 
Dioceses; Clergy of the Diocese of California. 


Third Crucifer; the Readers of Testimonials; the Dep- 
uty Registrar; the Dean of Grace Cathedral; the Attend- 
ing Presbyters; the Bishop Elect; the Officiating Bishops; 
Visiting Bishops; the Co-Consecrators; the Bishop Pre- 
siding. 

The Bishops and Clergy who officiated in the service 
were as follows: Consecrator—The Rt.

Rev. Benjamin D. Dagwell, Bishop of 
Oregon; Attending Presbyters—The Rev. H. A. Woolfall 
and the Rev. Sumner D. Walters; the Litany was read by 
the Rt. Rev. William P. Remington, Bishop of Eastern 
Oregon; the Epistle by the Rt. Rev. S. Arthur Huston, 
Bishop of Olympia, and the Gospel by the Rt. Rev. Louis 
C. Sanford, Bishop of San Joaquin. 


The Commission to Consecrate was read by the Ven. 
W. R. H. Hodgkin, D.D.; the Certificate of Election by 
the Rev. B. D. Weigle; the Certificates of Baptism and 
Confirmation by the Rev. D. R. Wallace; the Certificate to 
the Ordination to the Diaconate by the Rev. J. K. Tsuka- 
moto; the Certificate of Ordination to the Priesthood by 
the Rev. D. G. C. Wu; the Certificate of Consents of the 
Standing Committees by the Rev. Mark Rifenbark; and 
the Certificates of Consents of the Bishops by the Rt. Rev. 
Walter Mitchell, D.D. 


Archdeacon W. R. H. Hodgkin was the Deputy Regis- 
trar, the Master of Ceremonies was the Rev. Lindley H. 
Miller, assisted by the Rev. G. H. B. Wright and the Rev. 
W. H. G. Battershill. , 


During the service was the Dedication of the Bishop’s 
Cathedra given in memory of the Rt. Rev. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Ford Nichols by their family. 


Bishop Searlett’s sermon was preached during the hour 
when the shadow of war was hovering over Europe, and 
the sermon was a fervent plea for peace and justice 
and for a heroic stand for these sacred principles by dis- 
ciples of the Christian faith. The Bishop set forth the prin- 
ciples of peace, justice and righteousness as the eternal, 
immutable laws of God and showed how the institutions 
of mankind which did not conform to these eternal, im- 


mutable principles, crumbled into dust in the march of 
time. He said: ‘‘Out of our bitter experience of the past 
twenty-five years we have learned that when men or na- 
tions depart from justice we are swept into a vicious circle 
from which we cannot escape. Injustice creates hatred ; 
hatred creates more injustice, which creates more hatred; 


‘and the vicious circle is completed again and again. The 


Treaty of Versailles, a treaty of vengeance, imposed im- 
possible burdens upon the vanquished, so that rebellion 
was inevitable. As to the present threat of war, what as- 
surance do we have that any more good will come out of 
it than came out of the last? What assurance have we that 
we can save Democracy by another war? Democracy can 
live only where men have learned to live for one another. 
We have the right to expect our government to use the 
whole of its incalculable power toward the ends of justice.’’ 

Bishop Searlett directed a personal message to Dr. 
Block, in which he expressed the profound regret at the 
loss to his Diocese, and the great gain to the Diocese of 
California, as he concluded: ‘‘We proudly surrender you 
to the Diocese of California, knowing how worthy you are.’’ 

The Bishop’s ring was presented by the clergy of the 
Diocese. It is an elaborately carved amethyst. On it, symbolic 
of the Bishop’s office, is inscribed the Celtic Cross, iden- 
tical to the ‘‘Prayer Book Cross’’ in Golden Gate Park, 
commemorating the first English service on the American 
Continent at Drake’s Bay, June 24, 1579. Also inscribed 
are keys, bishop’s mitre, crozier and the dove. The seal is 
inscribed ‘‘Pacifia et Impera’’—to pacify and rule. It was 
designed by Bishop Nichols. | 

The Rev. Dr. J. P. Turner was chairman of the group of 
clergy who presented Dr. Block with the ring. 


Diocesan Dinner 


A dinner in honor of Bishop Block and his family was 
given at the Fairmont Hotel on the evening of the Conse- 
eration. It was attended by more than four hundred per- 
sons. Bishop Parsons acted as Toastmaster and introduced 
the speakers with appropriate remarks. | 

Dr. J. C. Geiger, representing Mayor Rossi, extended 
the greetings and welcome of the City of San Francisco to 
Bishop Block and family and warmest good wishes for his 
happy and fruitful life here. 

The Rev. Dr. Mark Rifenbark, as president of the Stand- 
ing Committee, spoke with tender feeling, of the deep af- 
fection and high regard the clergy and laity of the Diocese 
have for Bishop Parsons and their appreciation of his 
splendid services in the Diocese, and followed with a hearty 
welcome to Bishop Block and his family, pledging the loy- 
alty and support of a united Diocese. Mrs. George Batte, 
president of the House of Churchwomen, pledged the hearty 
support of the women of the Diocese in following the 
leadership of our new Bishop Coadjutor. Mrs. D. 8. Jones, 
president of the Diocesan Woman’s Auxiliary, followed 
Mrs. Batte in offering the loyalty and support of the wo- 
men in that organization. 

Mr. Louis F. Monteagle, on behalf of the Laymen of 
the Diocese, extended the warmest welcome and their un- 
stinted support to Bishop Block. Dr. Aurelia Reinhardt, 
president of Mills College, extended a most gracious wel- 
come to Bishop Block and family. 

Bishop Parsons then called upon Bishop Louis C. San- 
ford, for many years president of the Province, who ex- 
tended a warm welcome to Bishop Block as a new Bishop 
in the Provinee. | 

Before calling upon Bishop Block, Bishop Parsons gave 
a brief outline of the history of the Diocese under three 
bishops, covering eighty-five years’ service and indicated 
the great changes during that time. 

Bishop Block received a standing ovation on the part of 


all present and made a heartfelt acknowledgment of the

The Archdeacon’s Letter 


Dear Friends in the Diocese of California: 


Shortly after writing my last letter I attended a Service 
in the Bowl in the ‘‘Big Basin.’’ The Service was ar- 
ranged by the San Lorenzo Associations, and for that rea- 
son it was peculiarly interesting. This was the first of 
what they hope will be an annual Service. Out of doors, 
under the Redwoods, with a fairly large congregation, a 
bonfire and a setting altogether different from that usually 
attending a Service, but with a feeling that in some real 
way the Creator was very nigh in His ‘‘First Temple,’’ it 
was for me an impressive Service. 

I have also visited St. Columba’s, at Inverness, where 
the Rev. Irving Spencer has his summer cottage, and where 
he has for many years held Services. It was, of course, a 
joy to be with his family again, and I am sorry he and 
Mrs. Spencer are to be in Kentucky this winter. The 
Chapel given by Miss Robertson has been a summer Chapel, 
but it is planned this year to have at least one Service a 
month. 

When I became archdeacon the Rev. Bert. L. Bleil was 
in charge of Martinez and Pittsburg; now he is leaving 
to become Rector of St. Stephen’s, San Luis Obispo. He 
will be greatly missed by his former field and the whole 
of Contra Costa County will be the loser.

A Plea for Independent Thinking

and drift wherever the current is likely to take us. ‘‘Fa- 
naticism consists in redoubling your efforts when you have 
lost your aim.’’ Our democracy is definitely on trial, not 
so much because of certain social theories which are being 
urged with great vigor about us, but because of an un- 
willingness or an inability to face a day of change with 
some degree of intellectual detachment and moral earnest- 
ness. Citizenship involves a higher claim than mere party 
loyalty, and this applies to the ‘‘outs’’ as well as to the 
‘*ins’’. One of the noblest utterances of man ever recorded 
is this, ‘‘ Ye shall know the truth and the truth will make 
you free.’’ There can be no more withering indictment of 
our educational system than to discover that those who 
have the privilege of a completed college experience are 
among the first victims of an astute and clever regimenta- 
tion. 

The early followers of Jesus won their victories over a 
brutal totalitarian state through straight thinking and a 
high degree of moral courage. The Christian Church ful- 
fills its function when it creates an intelligent public opin- 
ion, independent of the pressures of astute propagandists 
and with but a single purpose—devotion to the common 
good. To imagine that the Church of Jesus Christ has no 
stake in the nation’s ultimate welfare is to betray the Mas- 
ter at the very center of His ethic. Jesus declared, ‘‘I 
came that they might have life and that they might have 
it more abundantly.’’ Whatever concerns human values is 
ultimately a religious problem. Our citizenship in the Re- 
publie and our citizenship in the Kingdom of God do not 
exist in water-tight compartments. They constitute a sin- 
gle loyalty, the submission of all of our relationships, in- 
dividual and corporate, to the mind of Jesus Christ. He 
is the only basis of our hope and the world’s.
